everything it can produce will bring 
great prosperity to this country. 


The immense trade balance of near- 


ly $600,000,000 in favor of the United 
States seems to tell the tale. Gold 
commenced to flow swiftly into this 
country and the only check was the 
creation of huge credits here by the 
powers of the old world that are tak- 
ing our merchandise and products of 
every description. 


France has negotiated a loan of 


550,000.000 in America, Germany a

against liquidation on December 15 
last. 
The exchange had been re- 


opened three days before after being 
closed for several months because of 
financial conditions due to the Euro- 
pean war. 


The reasons of the committee for 


abolishing the minimum prices were: 


1. Most ruling prices are far above 


the minimum levels, making arbitrary 
limits useless. 


2. Gains in American financial af- 


fairs and foreign trade have removed 
the danger of excessive liquidation. 


As a result, trading on the stock ex- 


change is restored to a normal basis, 
the supervising committee of three on 
duty since December 12 has been dis- 
charged, and the governing committee 
again is in control.

Mayer Rothschild, first baron Roths- 
child, was born November 8, 1814, eld- 
est son of the late Baron Lionel Na- 
than de Rothschild, and was created 
an English peer in 1885. He was the 
head of the London banking firm of 
N. M. Rothschild & Sons, and he was 
the head of the British branch of this 
well-known 
family 
of international 


bankers. Baron Rothschild was wide- 
ly known for his great wealth, and his 
philanthropic labors also won him 
fame. He was also a lover of art, and 
hla collection of art works Is very well 
known.

TWO BRITISH STEAMSHIPS 


One Hundred and Thirty-Eight Per- 


sons Perish—Explosive Hurled at 


Steamer Before Boats Launched. 


PLOT LAID TO DETECTIVE. 


U. S. Says Company Is Unduly Re- 


strictive of Competitive Conditions. 
Washington, March 31.—"The Har- 


vester company is a combination of 
able competitors together occupying 
a preponderant position in trade and 
commerce among the states in har- 
vesting machines and other agricultu- 
ral implements, and therefore, by its 
necessary effect unduly restricts com- 
petitive conditions in violation of the 
antitrust act. 


"The Harvester company is also a 


combination unduly restrictive of com- 
petitive 
conditions because 
formed 


with specific intent to monopolize." 


These are the grounds on which At- 


torney-General Gregory in a brief filed 
on Monday, asked the United States 
Supreme court to affirm the decree of 
the federal court for the district of 
Minnesota, finding the International 
Harvester company a combination in 
restraint of trade and ordering it dis- 
solved. 


U. S. NOTE SENT TO GERMANY, 


Washington Protest on Destruction of 


the Frye Asks Pay for Vessel. 


Washington, April 3.—The American 


note to Germany over Ihe destruction 
of the American sailing ship William 
P. Frye by the German raider, Prinz 
Eitel Friedrich, was dispatched to Ber- 
lin on Thursday.

cluding more than forty passengers. 
A telegram from Cardiff said that 02 
lirst-class and ?A second-class passen- 
gers have been saved and that noth- 
ing is known of the fate of nearly 
fifty more passengers. Only forty-six 
members of the Falaba's crew of near- 
ly 120 have been landed at Cardiff. 


Several of the liner's crew were 


killed by the explosion that wrecked 
her engine-room. It was now believed 
that other boatloads of passengers and 
crew were thrown into the water by 
the capsizing of their boats and went 
to the bottom. 


Thirteen men of the crew of the 


Liverpool steamer Aguila were killed 
or drowned when the Aguila was tor- 
pedoed off Bishop islands, according 
to a dispatch received here 
from 


Fishguard. 


The submarine commander gave 


the crew four .-minutes in which to 
leave the ship, but shot a torpedo 
while the boats were being put over 
the sides. The chief engineer and the 
boatswain were instantly killed by the 
explosion and 11 others were killed 
outright or were thrown into the wa- 
ter and drowned.

CAUSES SENSATION IN OFFI- 


CIAL CIRCLES. 


IS 
REGARDED AS 
PROTEST 


Held the Most Important Professional 


Position in the Navy—Told House 
Body U. S. Fleet Was Not Prepared 
for War. 


Washington, April 5.—A sensation 


was caused in naval circles on Friday 
when it became known that Rear Ad- 
miral Bradley A. Fiske, aid for opera- 
tions in the iiavy department, had ten- 
dered his resignation from that office 
and asked to be assigned to duty else- 
where. Admiral Fiske also asked to 
be relieved from duty as a member of 
the general board of the navy, of 
which Admiral Dewey is president. 


Admiral Fiske tendered his resig- 


nation as aid i'or operations as a pro- 
test against the present administra- 
tion of the naval establishment. 


While the resignation of Admiral 


Fiske was not expected, there have 
been mutterlngs among naval officers 
recently that indicated great dissatis- 
faction with the manner in which the 
service was being conducted and the 
fleet being operated. As aid to opera- 
tions. Admiral Fiske held the most 
important professional position in the 
navy, and was the senior member of 
the group of advisers that, formed a 
sort of cabinet of the secretary of the 
navy. He retired because he felt he 
could not remain in that position with 
justice to himself or the department 
authorities. 


Admiral Fiske has felt keenly the 


growing lack of efficiency in the navy 
as a result of the adoption of policies 
disapproved by him and other high 
ranking officers. The admiral told the 
house naval committee that the Ameri- 
can fleet was not prepared for war, 
and expressed the opinion that it 
could not be made ready under five 
years. 
This testimony was given 


last December, and at that time there 
was talk in naval circles that Admiral 
Fiske's views had not been pleasing to 
his superior officers, 
who 
claimed 


that the fluet was in a state of elli- 
citmcy. 


Admiral Fiske is out1 of the fore- 


most ofiicors in the navy, 
lie was
